Springfield, 11., April 19.—[Special.}— 
Putting the profit of milk dealers and the 
ends of politicians above the health and lives 
of the infants and children of Chicago and 
the state, some one, it was discovered today, 
has so tampered with the substitute pure 
food bill as carefully to eliminate from if 
every provision against the preparation and 
sale of impure and unclean milk and cream. 

No more dangerous piece of legislative 
trickery ha@ been uncovered in Springfield 
for a long time, and the discovery was made 
just.in time, for the bill is omits third reading 
in the house. 

At the end of January a pute food bill, 


Jones, was submitted to the house by Rep- 
resemtative Lindly. This bill had its origin 


uncleanliness and adulteration in the prep- 
aration of foodstuffs. 

When he drew it the state food commis- 
sioner had in mind the appeal of mothers 
that at least the health and lives of their 
children be removed from the peril of impure 
milk. The recent epidemics of diphtheria 
and other infantile diseases in Chicago were 
blamed in a great degree upon the doubtful 
Quality of some of the milk and cream put 
on sale in the city. 


Original Bill Insured Purity. 

The bill as drawn by Commissioner Jones 
contained provisions for the strictest kind of 
supervision over dairies and cow barns and 
against the use of any adulterant, especially 
formaldehyde, in the milk. 

The bill was introduced in the house on 
Jan. 31 and instantly the strongest kind of 
influences were brought to bear to prevent 
its passage. It was asserted that the passage 
of a bill providing for the strict supervision 
by the state of dairies and cow barns would 
put scores of dairies in the northern part of 
the state out of business. 

The argument against it wae in effect that 
the providérs of milk could not afford to sup- 
ply pure and unadulterated milk and make 
all the profit they wanted. 

After a fight “the whole question of a pure 
food bill was turned over to.a sub-committee 
of the house committee on manufactures, 
of which Chairman Glade of that tommittee 
was chairman, with instructions to draw up 
a substitute bill. The committee did not 
hold its meeting in Springfield, but in Chi- 
cago, whence the wires were pulled against 
the original bill. 


Trickery Caught in Time. 

The substitute bill was drawn up and passed 
two readings of the house: It was well on 
its way to pass the thiré reading, when 
the startling discovery was made foday that 
it contains no provisions whatever against 
the distribution and sale of impure milk and 
cream. 

Practically the only sanitary requirement 
provided for is that compelling buyers of 
milk and cream to empty the cans or bottles 
before the contents become sour, and thor- 
oughly clean them before reshipment. 
Significant of what had been done to the 
bill was another fact which came to light to- 
day and which deepens the scandal attached 
to this particular piece of legislation. 


Bill --Loaned’’ to. Lobbyists. 

On the day the substitute bill was intro- 
duced, on April 10, it was taken from the 
files im Chief CTerk Reeves’ office by 
an assistant named McCoy and by him 
given to H. B. Meyers, who runs a food 
journal in Chicago, and who has been in 
Springfield several times during this session 
ostensibly looking after the interests of the 
whisky dealers. The bill was in Meyers’ 
possession that night. The next day he 
turned it over to State Printer W. W. Rokker 
for printing. 

Mr. Rokker immediately communicated 
with Printing Expert Jones, through whose 
hands all bills pass before being printed, and 
to whom, therefore, the ills are sent from 
the house and senate chief clerks after their 
introduction. Rokker wanted to know if 
this unusual way of sending a bill to him for 
printing was understood, and was promptly 
told that it was not, and the bill was hurried 
to Mr. Jones. 

} Clerk McCoy admitted today having taken 


ers, but said he did'so with no thought of 
doing wrong, though he knew such a pro- 
ceeding was irregular. 

‘Meyers is a personal friend of mine,” he 
said, “ and said he wanted to see the bill and 
hurry it to the printer, so I Jet him have it.” 


No Curb on Impure Milk. 
In this “loaned” substitute bill about all 
the restrictions that are placed around the 
marketing and ‘distributing of pure un- 
adulterated milk and cream are contained in 
section 7, which requires firms and persons 
receiving milk or cream in can and bottles 
to empty the receptacles before the contents 
become sour, and to thoroughly clean and 
wash the cans or bottles before returning. 
Section 18 reads: ‘“‘ No person, firm, or cor- 
poration shall manufacture from unclean, 
impure, unhealthful, or unwholesome milk, 
or from cream from the same, any article of 
food.” But no definition of what constitutes 
pure milk or cream is contained in the bill. 
The following section of the Lindly bil 
has been left out of the committee bill: 
“ Section 18. No person, firm, or corpora- 
tion shall offer or expose for sale, or sell or 
deliver, to any person, firm, or corporation, 
creamery, or cheese factory, or have in his 
possession with intent to sell, any unclean, 
impure, unhealthful, unwholesome, or adul- 
erated milk or cream, or any milk or cream 
which has not been well cooled and aerated, 
or to which water or any other foreign sub- 
stance has been added.” 
Liquor Provision Tampered With, Too 
The new pure food bill, as it came from the 
printer, showed the following changes re- 
garding Mquors from the original bill: 
In section 15 of the Lindly bill it reads 
“no person shall, within this state, by him- 
self, his servant, or agent, or as a servant or 
agent of any other person or corporation, 
manufacture, brew, distill, or have or offer 
for sale, or sell any spirituous or fermented 
or malt liquor containing any drug, sub- 
stance, or ingredient not healthful or not

Philadelphia Merchant, Arrested 
in New York, Tires of Life. 


CUTS THROAT IN HOBOKEN. 


Alive After Windpipe Had Been Sev- 
ered for Hours. 


New York, April 19.—[Special.]—Benedict 
Gimbel, the wealthy Philadelphia merchant 
arrested here Thursday afternoon on com- 
plaint to the district attorney of Mrs. Will- 
iam Hudson Clark, mother of Ivor Clark, a 
crippled lad, attempted to kill himself today 
in a hotel in Hoboken. 

Gimbel broke the nose from a water pitcher 
in his room and, with the sharp edged piece 
of crockery, cut his throat and his left wrist. 
The gash across his throat severed his wind- 
pipe. Two arteries in the wrist were cut 
through. In spite of the serious nature of his 
wounds he has a chance of recovery. 

Gimbel was arraigned on charges of as- 
sault on Ivor Clark and of attempted bribery 
in the Tombs police court late Thursday 
afternoon. Late at night he furnished $6,000 
baliland waslet go. He was to have appeared 
tomorrow to answer to the charges. After 
leaving the courtroom he went to the ferry 
to take his train back to Philadelphia, it was 
explained. But instead of going to Philadel- 
phia he stopped in Hoboken, registering at 
the Palace hotel under the name of Wilson 
Helvridge of Trenton, N. J. 


Refused to Get Up. 
The night clerk, Albert Roltsch, gave Gim- 
bel a room on the top floor, the third. It was 
a small, but well furnished, room, with a 
bathroom adjoining. Gimbel went upstairs, 
presumably to bed. 
At about 8-o’clock this afternoon a cham- 
bermaid rapped at the door. From the in- 
side came the answer: 
“Go away. Iam not going to get up.” 
“ But I want to make up the room,” said 
the girl, knowing that the room had been 
taken for the night only. 
“ Go away,'’ was the response, and the sich 
left. 
There were no further signs of life nose 
the room until about a quarter to 6 o’clock. 
Then the bell in Gimbel’s room signaled for 
a pitcher of water. 
William Baeder, the day clerk, went up 
to the room. He rapped at the door and got 
no response. Finally he opened the door 
with his pase key. 
Lying half in the bathroom, half in the 
bedroom, he found the hody of Gimbel. Over 
everything was blood. The mattress, the 
Walls, and carpet, everything had stains of 
blood. There was even blood on the point of 
the incandescent globe of the electric light 


service. 
Hurried to a Hospital. 

The clerk took only @ hasty glance at the 
man’s body and then hurried to get a police- 
man. Policeman McCloughry did nothing 
but call an ambulance from St. oe hos- 
pital. 

Gimbel was taken there as hastily ad might 
be.

Dr. Wiliam 
Jurist of Philadelphia, who was hastily sum- 
moned, also arrived late tonight and imme- 
diately went into consultation with the hos- 
pital physicians. 

The relatives of the injured man who were 
at Hoboken tonight include Charleg and Ber- 
nard Gimbel, his brothers, of Philadelphia; 
Simon Gimbel of Milwaukee, another brother; 
Jacob Loeb, a brother-in-law, and his wife, 
and Mrs. Ida Gimbel of Philadelphia.

MORE THAN A ROMANCE. 


Love Thwarted When Last Century 
Was Young; Happy Sequel at Last. 


St. Louls, Mo., April 19.—[Special]—If 
Miss Rose McGuire lives until Aug. 26 she 
will be just 100 years old, and on that day 
she will become a bride, the bride of John D. 
Bondren, who was 101 years old on the first 
day of this month. 

That is the proud announcement John 
Bondren made to his friends today whgn he 
opened a cablegram from England and read 
therein the little word he had hoped for 
more than eighty years ago and had been 
denied—" Yes.” 


Sweethearts When Last Century Began. 

At the beginning of the last century, before 
1800 was out of its teens, John Bondren lived 
with his parents on a little farm near Tates- 
ville, Tenn. On an adjoining farm, with her 
parents, lived Rose McGuire. They grew 
’ through childhood together, and before either 
of them had reached thelr twentieth birth- 
day love came to them, and they planned 
to wed and live on a farm of theirown. But 
Rose McGuire’s parents were proud and 
English. They thought their daughter could 
make a better match. So they forbade the 
marriage. Bondren still remembers the an- 
guish of those days when he and Rose plead- 
ed with the girl's parents. 

At last, to prevent the girl running away 
with the man she loved, the McGuires went 
back to England, taking Rose with them, 
heartbroken. When they parted the sweet- 
hearts, as sweethearts always do, promised 
to remain ever faithful.

Penitentiary Penalties and 
$1,000 Fines Are Imposed 
on Abner Smith and 
G. F. Sorrow. 


CLASH OVER THE VERDICT 


J. V. Pierce Must Pay $500, bat 
Stockholder Creelman Is 
Acquitted and Dis- 
charged. 


Abner Smith, for ten years a judge on the 
Circuit bench of Cook county, was found 
guilty last evening tn the Criminal court ef 
entering into a conspiracy to cheat and de- 
fraud the stockholders and depositors of the 
Bank of America, the institution of whieh 
he was president during its career of two 
months, 

The penalty fixed by the jury is imprison- 


ceeding five years and the payment of a fine 
of $1,000. Immediately after the verdict was 
read former Judge Arba N. Waterman, one 
of ex-Judge Smith's counsel, made a mottos 
for a new trial. Judge Pinckney took the 
motion under advisement. 


Motions for New Trials. 

The jury also found Gustav F. Sorrow, vite _ 
president of the wrecked bank’ guilty on the 
same indictment as President Smith, and he 
was given the same penalty. 

Jerome V. Pierce was found guilty and 
fined $500. 


defendant, who was a stockholder in the 
’ bank, was declared not guilty and was ai» 
charged by the court. 

A curious legal tangle was precipitated by 
the jury’s manner of returning its verdict 
A first verdict fixed the punishment of Presi-+- 
dent Smith and Vice President. Sorrow at 
imprisonment fortwo years. The attorneys 
for the state objected to this on the ground 
that a jury has no right to determine the 
term of imprisonment in a criminal case, and 


pare a second verdict, which gave an inde- 
terminate penalty. The validity of this pre< 
ceeding probably will be questioned by the 
defense in its argument for a new trial. 


Smith at Liberty on Bail. 

The reading of the verdicts was followed 
by a lengthy discussion between cou as 
to the adequacy of Sorrow’s bail. J 
Pinckney raised the amount finally from 
$4,000 to $10,000, and as a result the former 


deputy sheriff. 

Ex-Judge Smith remained at liberty under 
his original. bond of $8,000, pending the 
ment of his attorney’s motion for a new 
trial. 

The end of the long trial was seen by few 
spectatora The jury retired at 4:20, and 
Judge Pinckney‘ at once adjourned cours 
until 8 o’clock, .

The remaining verdicts were read in quick 
succession. 


“Penalty for Bad Company.” 
None of the defendants appeared to Be 
greatly moved. Mr. Smith’s expression @@ 
not change during the entire time the clerk 
was speaking. He stared stolidly at the 
ceiling, just above the clerk’s head; the only 
sign of nervousness was 4 restless move- 
ment of the fingers of his left hand. Afters 
moment he stood up and walked briskly 
across the courtroom to where Defendant 
Pierce was sitting. 

“ Well,” he was heard to say, “ that’s the 
penalty of getting into bad company!” 
Pierce smiled faintly. 

Sorrow, whem he heard the verdict, which 
declared him a convict, changed his posi- 
tion in his chair and continued to stare at 
the floor in frontof him. Creelman appeared 
to have expected acquittal and was ui- 


moved. 

Meanwhile, Assistant State’s Attorneys 
Young and Sherman had stepped hastily to 
the judge’s desk and were holding an earnest 
consultation with him.

Verdict Attacked by Lawyers. 
Judge Pinckney, appearing abashed, began 
writing a new set of instructions, and in the 
lull which followed motions began coming 
thick and fast from the attorneys for the 
defense. 

Attorney Seymour Stedman asked that the 
jury be polled, and entered a special objea- 
tion of the entry of the verdict in the cage 
of Pierce, his client. 

As he sat down Luther Laflin Mills, former 
Judge Waterman, attorneys for Smith, form- 
er Judge Neely, attorney for Sorrow, and 
Richard Morrison, attorney for Creelman, 
walked into the courtroom. 

Every one looked up in surprise and At- 
torney Stedman moved that the verdicts be 
reread.

Fugitive Leader of Italian Murder 
Society Caught in Mulberty Street 
Raid Is Wanted at Home for Brutal 
Murder of Rival for Leadership and 
His Wife—Populace of Naples Be- 
lieved Him Endowed with Super- 
natural Powers. 


NAPLBS, April 19.—News that Enrico Al- 
fano, called ‘‘ Erricone,” the head of the 
Camorra. has been arrested in the United 
States, has caused a considerable sensation 
here. 

The populace considered Alfano in the light 
of a demigod; he was thought to be Invul- 
nerable to bullets and able at all times to 
escape his pursuers, and he was invested 
with all kinds of fantastic qualities. 

At one time Alfano was a well known figure 


here. When attending to his criminal busi- 
ness he used to drive about in his own car- 
riage, and he always dressed in the height 
of fashion. ; 


Slays Rival for Leadership. 

He had a rival for the leadership of*the 
Camorra in a man named Cuod@elo, and to get 
him out of the way Alfano-accused him of 
being a spy. The Camorra then condemned 
both Cuocolo and his wife to death, and they 
were brutally murdered. 

Alfano remained in Naples for some time 
after this murder, trying *to cover up the 
traces of the crime and deceive the police. 
In this he was not successful, and when he 
finally realized he was in danger he fled to 
the United States. The authorities are en- 
deavoring to obtain the extradition of Alfano 
with the least loss of time. 


Caught in Police Raid. 

New York, April 19.—Enrico Alfano was 
among those arrested in New York late 
Wednesday night by detective sergeants in 
the raids made on the east side for the 
purpose of arresting Italians carrying con- 
cealed weapons. In their search for this 
class of men the detectives entered an Ital- 
ian resort in the basement of 108 Mulberry 
street. After searching several men for 
weapons they discovered a stranger skulking 
in acorner. Taking himin charge, Detective 
Petrosini recognized him by a scar on hig 
face as a man who, with three others, re- 
cently escaped from Naples after the mur- 
der of Giuseppe Cuocolo, 

Petrosini addressed him as Alfano, and 
from his actions became convinced that he 
had the man wanted. Alfano wagtaken at 
once to the central station, where he ad- 
mitted his identity. 

In view of the reported intention of the 
Italian government to ask for his extradi- 
tion it is a probability he will be held to await 
such action. 


CANADA COAL MINES ARE IDLE. 


Cessation of Work in British Columbia 
and Alberta Almost Ties Up 
Railways. 


Vancouver, B. C., April 19.—Practically all 
the coal mines in eastern British Columbia 
and Alberta are closed. The men have quit 
work, but have not definitely gone on a 
strike, so that they may not be prosecuted 
under a new dominion governmentlaw. The 
Canadian Pacific railway at Fernie has only 
190 tons of coal on hand, and that wag 
brought in from Frank, which worked yes- 
terday.

CAMORRA CHIER IN TRAP. 
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HOT POLITICS IN SPAIN; 
BULLETS FLY AT LEADER.

MADRID, April 19.—Sefior Salmeron of the 
republican party at Barcelona was attacked 
in that city today while driving. He escaped 
injury, but a friend who was with him was 
wounded. 

The incident may have serious results. It 
arose from an election struggle, which in 
Barcelona is confined to the solidarios and 
anti-solidarios, Sefior Salmeron’s com- 
panion, Sefior Cambo, is the leader of the 
Catalonian regionalists. They were attacked 
by a pand of anti-solidarios, who fired at 
them. Their horses were killed and Sefior 
Carbo was seriously wounded. 

The city is greatly excited. Officials are 
anxious and fear the elections next Sunday 
will not pass without disturbances.

The government is not 
running any candidates fn the Barcelona 
contest, there being two sectiong of re- 
publicans, the solidarios, comprising the re- 
gionmalists, the Carlists, and the Salmeronist 
republicans, and the anti-solidarios, compris- 
ing the radical republicans led by Sefior Ler- 
roux. The solidarios seem likely to win.

| BRITISH DIPLOMATS SHOCKED 
AT PREMIER’S PLAIN TALK. 


Way from Colonies. 


LONDON, April 19.—Field Marshal Lord 
Roberts presided at a banquet given this 
evening at Claridge’s by the Pilgrims society 
in honor of the various colonia) prime min- 
isters who are at present in London, to take 
part in the colonial conference. 

At ‘the table with Lord Roberts sat White- 
law Reid, the ambassador ofthe United 
States; Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secre- 
tary; Lord Strathcona, the Canadian high 
commissioner; Alfred Deakin, the premier of 
Australia, and the duke of Devonshire. 

The government was represented by a ma- 
jority of the members of the cabinet. Sir 
Wilfred Laurier. the premier of Canada; 
Gen. Louis Botha, premier of the Transvaal, 
and Dr. Jameson, premier of Cape Colony, 
were absent, and Canada aione among the 
colonies was without a spokesman. 

The most striking addresses were deliv- 
ered by Sir Edward Grey and Alfred Deakin. 
Sir Edward said he, feared the colonisis 
found the colonial office much farther from 
the colonies than the colonies were from the 
colonial office. 

He said it was “refreshing "’ to come to 
London and talk with the government, face 
to face. He promised that Australia next 
year would inaugurate a system whereby 
she could defend herself in-the event of war 
without assistance from the mother country.

Reports received here from the southern 
part of thé island of Luzon announce that 
severe earthquakes were felt at Nueva 
Caceres, Camarines province, and at Taya- 
bas, sixty-two miles southeast of Manila. 
Buildings were destroyed in both places, but 
no loss of life has been reported. 
Since the American occupation Iloilo has 
developed into an important commercial port, 
second only to Manila. The island of Panay 
is one of the most fertile in the Philippines, 
its land being especially adapted the 
cultivation of sugar and. tobacco. 


Is an Important Port. 


The town is built.on both sides of the Iloilo 
river, eight miles above its mouth. The gov- 
ernment has expended $150,000 In dredging 
the river, making It navigable up to the 
city wharves for steamers drawing twenty- 
five feet of water. 

Iloilo also is the terminus of a system of 
railways which is to cover the entire isiand. 
The city has thrived under American rule, 
and until today’s fire was well supplied with 
stores, hotels, banks, and shops, There was 
a custom house, postoffice, and electric light 
plant, a number of government storehouses, 
a hospital, and the military barracks. The 
city: is the headquarters of the military de- 
partment of the Visayas, in command of Maj.

Mayor Busre made it clear that only the 
cgrones and the incompetents had anything to 
fear under the new charter provision giving 
heads of departments the right to dismiss 
employés without filing charges before the 
civil, service board.

Other Rulings Made Public. 


The Supreme court of Illinois yesterday de- 
cided that property of the sanitary cistrict 
not used for public purposes may be taxed. 
The decision was given in the case of the 
sanitary district against John J. Hanberg 
as county treasurer. In general the finding 
of the lower court is sustained, but direc- 
tions are given to have judgment rendered 
against the property in question instead of 
against the sanitary district. The sanitary 
district has leased portions of its property to 
private individuals, and it is this property 
the court holds should be taxed. 


School Board May Oust Employes. 

The court affirmed the decision In the case 
of Owen B. Vaughn against the city of Chi- 
cago, the board of education, and the civil 
service commission. Vaughn sought under 
the civil service law to be placed upon the 
roll of carpenters as an employé of the board 
of education. The court holds that the two 
statutes governing this matter should be 
construed together. It finds: 

‘The board of education has the power to 
investigate and determine charges against 
its employés and to remove or discharge 
them, but in all other respects the civil serv- 
ice act applies to such employés.”’ 

“ZL”? Entrance to Store Stays. 

In an opinion reversing the Judgment of 
the Appellate court and upholding the Cir- 
cuit court, the Supreme court decides that 
the City of Chicago cannot tear down the 
platform connecting the store of Rothschild 
& Co. with the elevated railroad. The court 
holds that the platform is a public con- 
venience entirely within the right of the com- 
panies involved to construct and maintain. 


zion Loses Sutton Bequest. 

That Frederick Sutton was of unsound mind 
when he left his property valued at $54,000 
to Zion City during the rule of John Alex- 
ander Dowie is the court’s finding. Sutton 
was a resident of New Zealand, but became 
converted to Dowie’s creed and willed ail his 
property to Zion.

This announceméent was a 
surprise to the suburb. 

Further than denying that any. heir con- 
templated a contest of the $55,000,000 will, all 
of these relatives yesterday refused to give 
any information concerning their hves or 
history, of which little is known to their 
neighbors. 

Original Home on a Farm. 

“ Silent’ Smith's parents, after living on 
a farm near Milburn, Lake county, from 
1860 to 1892, removed to Evanston. James, 
the oldest child, and Mary, mow the wife of 
Sir George Cooper, had been taken up by 
the wealthy paternal cousin, George Smith, 
are were in England with*him for several] 
>}. -«s. The family also included three daugh- 
ters, Ruby, Mabel, and Lucy, who later be- 
came Mrs. Victor A. Rossbach, Mrs. John 
N. Mills, and Mrs. William Mason, and a 
son, George A. Smith, who remvved to Phila- 
delIphia three years ago. 

Mrs. Mason died a few years after her 
marriage, leaving three children, W. S. 
Mason, now vice president of the City Na- 
tional bank of Evanston, Mrs. Lucy Vos, 
wife of Frederick P. Vose, an attorney, and 
George S. Mason of Aberdeen, 8S. D. 

The family home in Evanston originally 
wae at 1021 Lee street. In 1897 the father 
cied, and when two years later his wealthy 
cousin died, hardly a member of the family 
was omitted in the bequests. Their life until 
that time had been an exceedingly simple, 
plain one, and it fs believed that if their 
tastes alone had been consulted it would 
have remained so. The husbands of the 
daughters, however, favored taking advan- 
tage of their prosperity and in each cage 
their conditicn improved apparently. 

Mrs, Beatrice Smith, the widowed mother, 
built a handsome home at 1220 Ridge ave- 
nue, and her daughter and son-in-law, the 
st and Mrs. John N. Mills, resided with 

er. 

Kept Close Track of Relatives. 

In spite of his apparent obliviousnéss to 
his relatives “Silent” Smith was in close 
touch with them at all times. This fact is 
evidenced by the interest he took in the 
welfare of the younger members of ‘the 
house, forty of whom he educated in differ- 
ent schools and colleges throughout the coun- 
try. It is said that twelve of his benefi- 
claries are now studying at Lake Forest, 
Oberlin, and IHinoig universities, the Art 
institute, and Armour institute. 

This trend of philanthropy is supposed to 
have been caused by the fect that George 
Smith, the banker, was reared and educated 
by the grandfather of James Henry Smith, 
and when the opportunity offered returned 
the kindness in a similar manner. The only 
other benefactions credited. to him were the 
gift of $500,000 to St. Luke’s hospital and the 
donation of Smith hall to Lake Forest col- 
lege. But a regular method of distributing 
his wealth-to his relatives. is said to have 
been followed for several years. None of 
them has any idea that he has been forgot- 
ten in the will, and none would think of op- 
posing the judgment of the man who already 
had assisted them so terially.

‘POLICEMEN BLIND 


TO PALPABLE VICE 


Declare to Merit Board They 


See Nothing Wrong in Shef- 
field Avenue District. 


‘INQUIRY TO CONTINUE. 
Commission Next to Investigate 
Alleged Tribute Methods 
in First Ward. 


Although armed with what was believed to 
be positive eviden¢e against police officials of 
the Sheffield avenue @istrict, civil service 
commissioners labored all of yesterday with- 
out fastening guilt upon anybody. Seven 
policemen from the district were subjected 
to a close cross examination in an effort to 
verify statements that the police of that dis- 
trict were furnishing protection to gamblers 
and keepers of various illegal resorts for 
which they were given a certain weekly re- 


muneratioin. 
The witnesses called to tell of conditions in 


tne district were: 

Sergeant John Smith. Thomas Curtin. 
Sergeant Jos. Hughes. C. E. Zable. 
John Anderson. P. J. Gallagher. : 


Joseph Baumer. 

The first report that there was anything 
wrong in the district came in the form of 
an anonymous letter to the commissioners 
Thursday morning. This letter was followed 
| by three other letters apparently from dif- 
ferent quarters. The letters told in detail 
how some of the officers of the district col- 
lected “‘immuntty ’’ money from resorts, 
protected slot machines, and even gambling 
houses. 

Sample of Questioning. 

A sample of the line of questioning and the 
replies elicited is given in the dialogue be- 
tween Commissioner Powell and Zable, a 
vetéran plain clothes detective, and believed 
to krow all of the Ins and outs of the dis- 
trict and its inhabitants. | 

‘* How long have you been in that district?” 
asked the commissioner. 

" For fifteen years,"’ replied? the detective. 

** Well,”’ continued the commissioner, “* we 
are in possession of considerable infcrma- 
tion about gambling and the protection of 
+} lawbreakers in that district. I wish to 
, make it plain that we do not expect to en- 
. deavor to punish subordinates because of 
, amy evidence which they may place in our 
| hands. The command of a superior officer 
' must be obeyed first end questioned, if neces- 
sary, later. Now, please tell us what you 
know of this sort cof thing.”’ 

“TIT know absolutely nothing about elther 
gambling in the district or protection of it,’’ 
was the reply. 

“Do you know of any slot machines or 
gambling cevices in that district?’’ 

** No, I don’t know of any. It is against 
the regulations and I don’t believe that there 
are any in the district.” 


Had “Heard” of Gambling. 


“Did you ever hear of any gambling 
houses, either protected or otherwise, in this 
district?’’ 

‘TI have heard of gambling—that Is, talking 
of gambling—but I never have actually seen 
any up there.’’ 

‘What about disorderly houses?’ 

“There is practically none in the district.” 

“You don’t know of any men or women 
inmates of such places being compelled to 
divide up with the police?’’ 

“ No, I do not.” 

With a few more questions regarding rou- 
tine businese of the district the witness was 
permitted to.leave. Then Joseph Baumer, 
another plain clothes man, who has been in 
the district for many years, was called. He 
was as much in ignorance, apparently, of 
any violations of the law as was the firet 
witness. Judging from his replies, a palice 
station on the north shore district is super- 
fluous. The residents of the district are 
more than human. 

“What -is your knowledge of gambling, 
gambling devices, and other lawbreakers?’”’ 

**There is none in the district,”’ was his 
positive reply. ‘‘If anybody up there wants 
to gamble or anything of that sort he Is com- 
pelled to come downtown.” 

All Ignorant; Inquiry Changes. 

The ingenuousness of the reply caused a 
smile. Then he was dismissed. 
five witnesses were examined as closely as 
were the first two, but the result was the 
same. If any of the witnesses ever had ceen 
any laws violated in the districts in which 
they did police duty they succeeded in keep- 
img the knowledge thus gained from the ears 
of the commissioners.

Those who refused areexpected 
to tell the details of the manner in which the 
First ward aldermen, who collect the funds 
for the ball and the proceeds of the bar 
which operates a]l night, are connected with 
the police of the district. 

Among the men who refused tickets to the 
ball this year was Dave Lewinsohn, owner of 
the Congress café, Wabash avenue and Con- 
gress street. Lewinsohn was frank in dis- 
cussing the reasons for returning the tickets. 
He said that fie received 100 of them, for 
which he was expected to return $100, He 
said he refused to take them because he was 
running a respectable and lawabiding place 
and was not in need of police protection. 
That the purchase of the tickets carried with 
it police protection seemed to him to be 
a well known fact.

GOURDAIN LONGS FOR CELL 


WANTS TO BEGIN PENITENTIARY 
TERM AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 


Man Convicted of Misuse of Mails 
Says Hig Imprisonment Will Be No 
Hardship for Him, buat Only Pun-~ 
ishment for His Wife, Therefore 
He Wants to Get Done with It as 
Quickly as the Law Will Permit 
Him To. 


Louis A. Gourdain, cheerful and debonair 
as ever. arrived from New York yesterday 
in the custody of two deputy United States 
, Marshals. His first request was that he be 
taken to Joliet penitentiary at once to begin 
serving the sentence of four and one-half 
years’ imprisonment which was sustained by 
the United States Court of Appeals last 
Tuesday. 

His wishes could nov’ be-complied with by 
United States Marshal Hoy, as the formali- 
ties incident t6 his delivery by the New 
York officials could not be completed until 
today. As Gourdain wishes to waive the 
privilege of thirty days, granted by law in 
which to ask for a rehearing, he will be 
taken to Joliet today. He slept last night in 
the county jail. 

‘I want to begin my sentence at once,” 
replied Gourdain, ‘ for the sooner it’s begun 
the sooner it will be over. You see it isn’t 
punishment to me. The cnly way I could be 
punished would be to punish myself, but it 
does hurt my wifé, and for that reason I want 
to get it over with as soon as possible. No, 
I won’t have any more legal quibbles. It was 
my desire to avoid these from the first. Why, 
that isn’t strange to me. It’s same theory 
a man would work on if he hadatooth which 
had been aching for weeks. Ifit has tocome 
out it better be done with a quick jerk than 
with a long slow pull.’’ 


Gives Up Private Prison Idea. 

“How about that private penitentiary you 
were going to build at Joliet?’’ asked one of 
the deputy marshals. 

“IT guess I'll have to give that up,” replied 
the prisoner with a glimmer ofasmile. ‘* The 
one built by the state will be large enough, 
won't it?’ 

‘Have you made any plans as to what you 
will do when you are free again?” Gourdain 
was asked. 

‘Nothing in particular, but I know one 
thing, I'll take the first ship that will take 
me from the shores of the United States and

The boys 
did not leave the hospital as had been ex-

K. Yeakel, 2682 North Forty-second 
avenue, who is attending the Mette boys and 
also Mrs. Sladek, said every precaution will 
be taken from now on to prevent gecondary 
arsenical symptoms, from which it is be- 
lieved Frank Mette and Mrs. Mette died.

Gourdain was arrested at noon Monday at 
the Hotel Imperial in New York, where, with 
his wife and son, he had been staying for 
over a month. Mrs. Gourdain and her son 
returned to Chicago with her husband, but 
expects to go in a few days to New Orleans, 
where she will remain with relatives until 
her husband’s sentence expires. 


Convicted of Misusing Mails. 

The offense of which Gourdain was con- 
victed was using the mails to promote fraud- 
ulent land sales. The business, conducted 
under the names of Louisiana Trust and 
Banking company and Louisiana State Loan 
and Trust company, was deemed a lottery 
scheme. and Gourdain and his partner, John 
Dalton, were indicted. Gourdain refused to 
avail himself of legal advice and insisted on 
trying the case himself. He based his plea 
on the ground that he had not intended to 
defraud any one, and during the trial ma 
several extravagant statements, one bel 
that if the jury believed him guilty he woyld 
take his family in a ship out into the gulf of 
Mexico and scuttle the vessel. 

Gourdain was convicted and sentenced by 
Judge K. M. Landis to four and one-half 
years in the penitentiary. He was taken to 
Joliet and began serving his time, but W. 
Knox Haynes, an attorney, employed by 
Gourdain's wife, appealed the case and the 
warden refused to keep him in the: peni- 
tentiary. The Court of Appeals affirmed the 
finding in Gourdain’s case, but granted Dal- 
ton a new trial. 

“T’m glad Dalton got a new trial,’ said 


Gourdain. “lf there was any wrongdoing, I 
am the guilty man. He had nothing to do 
with it.”

The In- 
speetors alone have cost policy holders about 
$18,000. It is estimated canvassing the votes 
cost the policy holders between $50,000 and 
$75,000.. The international policy holders’ 
representatives have declared the entire elec- 
tion, counting the time of agents employed 
in ‘the campaign, has cost the Mutual Life 
policy holders almost $1,000,000. 


Untermyer Charges Fraud. 


Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the inter- 
national committee, when he heard of \he 
announcements, said: 

“TIT am surprised the inspectors counted 
any of the ballots of the policy holders’ com- 
mittee. They might as well have thrown 
all of them out as to do what they did. They 
rejected genuine ballots for our ticket that 
were supported by the affidavits of policy 
holders, and they counted ballots for the ad- 
ministration ticket that were shown by af- 
fidavits to be forgeries. 

“ The entire performance,” said Mr. Unter- 
myer, ‘‘is honeycombed with fraud and for- 
gery. We have affidavits from almost every 
state in the union showing these forgeries.” 
Mr. Untermyer saié the international com- 
mittee would continue in business to “ pro- 
tect the policy holders’ interests.”’ 

“We shall ask the legisiature,’’ said he, 
“to order a new election, to provide for an 
official ballot only, and to exclude agents 
from participation in the election.”’ 

The new Mutual Life board will meet nhext 
Tuesday to organize. Mr. Peabody probably 
will be reélected president.

GOVERNMENT FILES SUIT FOR 
40,000 ACRES OF TIMBER LAND 


Petition to Set Aside 215 Patents Held 
by Idaho Company Filed—Fraud Is 
Alleged: 


Boise City, Idaho, April 19.—The govern- 
ment today filed a suit in the United States 
court here against the Barber Lumber com- 
pany to set aside 215 patents involving 40,000 
acres of timber land in Boise county worth 
over $1,000,000. Fraud tn securing title to 
the lands is alleged. The government spe- 
cial agents have been conducting the in- 
vestigation for nearly a year. The first re- 
sult of their work was the recent finding of 
several indictments by the federal grand 


jury. 


TRIES SUICIDE AFTER QUARREL. 


Louis F. Weller Shoots Himself as 
Result of an Altercation with 
His Wife. — 


After a quarrel with his wife, Louls F. 


Maxim of London and Emile O, Phillippi of 
Paris all received more than 188,000 votes.

. “What of the development of our colonial 
“policy? The ruling principle along which

It can hardly be an accident that the fed- 
eral administration is afretching out its 
hand to strengthen its grasp upon the politics 
of Ohio and New York at the same time.

Senator Foraker opposed the administra- 
tion on its rate bill policy, and Wadsworth 
fought the president bitterly on the meat 
inspection proposition. Wadsworth was 
beaten for reé@lection, and, like most beaten 


men, takes his defeat hard but not gener-’ 


ously. 

It was announced at the White house today 
that President Rooseveit would not pay. any 
attention to an abusive interview given by 
ex-Representative Wadeworth to a New 
York newspaper. The president believes that 
the people will not be slow to punish with 
their condemnation any man who has for- 
gotten himself so far as to publicly denounce 
the president of the United States as “a 
faker and humbug.’” These terms were used 
by Mr. Wadsworth in his interview, and up to 
date he has not repudiated them. 


Wadsworth’s Acts a Blight. 


It is the opinion of most people here that 
any man who could so far forget himself as 
to use language of this kind against the presi- 
dent ought to be shorn of all political power 
in the shortest possible time. There is, 
therefore, general satisfaction here with the 
determination of the president to drive qut 
of public life every postmaster or ether fed- 
eral official in that dierit who has been in 
close sympathy with Mr. adsworth. The 
former representative cannot possibly come 
back to congress under the circumstances, 
and for that reason, if for no other, the 
president will decline to take any notice of 
his offensive language.

MUELLER LAW CERTIFICATES. 

For more than a year I. M. O. men 
have been praising Mueller law certif- 
They Bave been telling 
how easy it would be to acquire the 


will be agonized by the decision of the 
Supreme court which wipes out the grdi- 
nance authorizing the issue of $75,000,000 
in certificates and puts an end to all talk 
about the use of certificates for the pur- 
pose of buying street railroads. But they 
are not half so much worried as they 
would have been if the decision had.conie 
during the mayoralty campaign. Level 
headed citizens accept the decision thank- 
fully. It is a happy release for theia. 
The municipa] furore has died down, The 
vote for the traction ordinances this 
month was not given because they con 
tain provisions relating to possible future 
municipal ownership, but becauge they 
make good street car service a certainty. | 

If the debt limit of the city were to be 
increased greatly it: could issue bonds 
and do some street railroad buying, but 
the people would not vote to issue the 
bonds so long as the l'ues were well op- 
erated. The “contract” plan of acquir- 
ing them, which the I, M. O. dreamers 
will fall back on now that there is noth- 
ing more to be said about Mueller law 
certificates, is a futile scheme which will 
have no popular ‘support as long as the 
traction companies are mindful of their 
obligations. , 3 

The power of the city to compel the 
companies to serve the public well is not 
impaired by the decision of the Supreme 
court. It has ample avtthority under the 
traction ordinances, and. that authority 
will be reinforced by the provision of the 
new charter empowering it to make all 
necessary or appropriate police regul.- 
tions in regard to maintenance, use, and 
operation, whether such right is reserved 
‘in the grant or not. If the regulative and 
supervisory. powers of the city are exer- 
cised the public will not have occasion to 
complain of the companies. 

The traction compavies may be bene- 
fited by the decision, for it may make it 
easier for them to raise the money re- 
quired to reconstruct the lines. There is a 
better assurance of permanency of tenure 
now that the money with which to pay 
for their properties cannot possibly be 
obtained through Mueller law certificates. 

The municipal ownership demagogues 
are the ones who are hurt by the de- 
cision. If the Supreme court’ had ruled 
the other way they would have kept up a 
distracting din dbout nsing Moeller law 
certificates to get-possession of the street 
railroads. It ie well that they have been 
deprived of that theme. Too much elo- 
quence has been éxpended on it during 
the last four years.’ | 

It came as a surprise to many lawyers 
that the Supreme cour’ should hold that 
the certificates would be an indebtedness 
of the city and that the $75,000,000 ordi- 
nance was invalid because it contem- 
plated an increase’ of the city’s indebted- 
ness beyond the constitutional limit. It 
was believed the ordinaucé would be held 
invalid, but on some other ground. Fortu- 
nately it has not considered minor objec- 
tions to the ordinance, but has made its 
decision in such a way as to dampen ef- 
fectually the municipal ownership -agita- 
tion, not meSaly in Chicago but in other 
cities of the state. It has banished the 
delusion that a community could become 
the owner of a street railroad without 
going to any expense or incurring any lia- 
bility by issuing some pieces of. paper 
called certificates. 

One section of the new charter deals 
with “ public utilities.” It copies the lan- 
guage of the Mueller law in regard to 
certificates and says they may be used 
for the acquisition of any public utility. 
In view of the: decision of the Supreme 
court the article calls for amendment. 


AN INSURANCE LESSON. 

Some of the lessons of the San Fran- 
cisco fire have been pointed ont by a 
writer in the Inter Nation, a new m1ga- 
zine devoted to economic affairs. Chief 
among these lessons is.the necessity of a 
change in the insurance laws of this 
country in regard to the reinsurance re 
serve. The absurdity of the present laws 
is best illustrated by the case of the Ger- 
man Insurance company of Freeport. 
which was forced into bankruptcy by the 
action of the law, although it had more 
than money enough to pay all indebted- 
ness. 

On Dec. 31, 1905, this company re- 
ported its gross assets as $6,344,138, of 
which $2,147,465 represented its net sur- 
plus and $3,996,673 its liabilities, includ- 
ing reinsurance reserve. When the San 
Francisco fire: occurred, following the 
earthquake, if the company could have 
drawn freely upon all its resources it 
could have paid all losses in full and re- 
mained a going concern. Probably no 
harm would have been done to any of the 
other holders of policies in the company. 
for the reputation of paying in full wou!d 


& more conservative distribution of ris':s 
would have prevented the recurrence of 
any great loss in one city. But as tle 
law makes reinsurance a first claim upon 
the assets of an insurance company, t e 
German of Freeport reinsured its unir- 
jured policy holders and paid those who 
had lost. their property in the San Fran- 
cisco fire 50 per cent of the value of their 
policies. . 

In other words, the sufferers by fire 
were deprived of half of what they Lad a 
right to expect in order that those who 
had lost nothing might have the'r rolic'es 
transferred to another company, not nec 
essarily any more solvent than the G:r- 
man of Freeport would have b-en if ‘t 
had been allowed to use its money to pry 
its debts. This is fire insurance reversed.

The British companies are hampered 
by no such law as the American com- 
panies. Hence, although the funds in the 
United States were insufficient to pay 
their losses, they were able to send over 
$45.000,000 from Great Britain to pay 
their losses in full. The fire victims prof- 
ited by it and no one was injured, least 
of al] the other policy holders. The Amer- 
ican companies ought to be put by law in 
as advantageous a position as the British 
companies. Wildcat insurance can be 
prevented in other ways better than by 
forcing solvent companies to scale down 
losses or go into bankruptcy. 


THE FEES DECISION. 

The constitution says that stote officers 
shall not reserve to ther own use any 
fees, costs, perquisites, or other compe.- 
sation in addition to the salaries estab- 
lished by law. Nevertheless state andit- 
ors and treasurers have been reserving 
to their own use certain fees since 1872. 
The officers who first began the practl-e 
were told by their legal advisers that 
they had a right to the fees.. Their suc 
cessors in office did not hesitate to follow 
the éxample set them. They were cons 
scious of no criminality. 

The Supreme court has decided that the 
fees in question should have been turned 
into the treasury, and that the officers 
who received them, their estates or their 
bondsemen, should make restitution. May- 
or Busse, who was state treasurer for 
two years, did not wait for the decision. 
When the explicit language of the consti- 
tution was called to his attention last 
year he refunded all the fees he had re- 
ceived. 

The Supreme court has upheld the 
constitution, but the result may be that 
in some instances men who never got the 
fees will have to refund them. If a state 
official is dead his bondsmen, if they are 
alive, will be responsible. It will not 
seem like justice to the men who were on 
the bond of a state officer who went out 
of office twenty or thirty years ago. and 
who is not alive to answer for himse'f, if 
they are called on to answer for him. 
They have been under the impression that 
their liability ended when his successor 
went into office. 

The right of the state to back fees 
amounting to $320,000 has been estab- 
lished, but it is not likely that all the 
money will be recovered. Future stite 
officers, however, will be mindful of the 
plain mandate of the constitution and the 
atate’s revenue from fees will be in:- 
creased,

As I do not allow my wife to accept pres 
ents from men she has known only a few 
hours, I take the  pprcndapeassed of returning 
your gift. I regret you should have been 
misied, but I am sure you will appreciate 
our reasons for the fact of our marriage 
not being known yet. Faithfully, M. J. de 
Bathe.” 

On the other hand, Max de Bathe has 
stated in interviews to a number of Ameri- 
can newspapers, both in New York and Sao 
Francisco, that there has never been any 
marriage. ‘The woman is nothing to me. 
I have known her only to my sorrow,” he 
says. 

Max de Bathe has figured somewhat fre- 
quently in the divorce court. For, besides 
being conctrned as co-respondent in the 
Sir John Miller case last fall, he also ap- 
peared some years ago as co-respondent 
in the suit brought by Sir Charlies Ross of 
Balnagowan against his first wife, Winifred 
Berens. While the decree was granted in 
favor of Lady Ross, yet the testimony went 
to show that Max de Bathe had been the 
chief source of discord between the couple 
Sir Charles has since married again, his 
second wie being a Mies Patricia Ellison of 
Louisville, Ky. The De Bathes are descended 
from Hugo de Bathe, one of the companions 
in ‘arms of Earl Strongbow in the invasion 
of Ireland in 1172. Another De Bathe, Henry 
by name, was lord chief justice of England 
in the reign of King Henry IL

Monaco’s crown prince, now 87 years of 
age, keeps himself so much in the back- 
ground that it may be as well to state that 
he received his military training in France 
and served for a time with the Spahis in 
Tunis and Algeria, where he was extremely 
popular with his fellow officers. He is quiet 
and unassuming, and has managed to re- 
main entirely free from any scandal. Sinoe 
his father’s divorce from his American wife. 
who was born at New Orleans, as the 
daughter of the banker, Michael Heine, he 
has been a great deal more with him, and 
lives partly at Monte Carlo, but mostly at 
Paris, where the twe princes havé @ man- 
sion on the Avenue du Trocatero. 

The crown prince stands in the peculiar 
position of being the legitimate offspring of 


‘@ marriage decreed to be nonexistent. His 


mother, Lady Mary Dougilas-Hamilton, a 
sister of the late duke of Hamilton, man- 
aged to secure from the vatican a decree 
annulling her marriage with the present 
prince of Monaco on the ground that she 
had been forced againet her will to wed 
him by her mother, a princess of the reign- 
ing house of Baden, and by her kigsman, 
Napoleon III., who, indeed, gave away the 
bride at tne wedding in 1869. But the cecree, 
which afterwards was confirmed by the civil 
courts of Moraco, expressly stipulated that 
the only ild of this marriage—namely: 
the present crown prince of Monaco—should 
be regarded as legitimate. 

When Lady Mary left her husband she 
carried her little boy with her to Italy, 
where am attempt made by the Italian po- 
lice, acting in the name of the prince of 
Monaco, to take the child from her by force 
at Florence was frustrated by the Grand- 
duchess Helen of Russia. The former 
princess of Monaco is now the wife of Count 
Tassilo Festetics, grand master of the court 
of Hungary. The crown prince resembles 
his mother and the ducal house of Douglas- 
Hamilton to a far greater degree than he 
does his father.

Falling the crown prince, who If« still un- 
married, the throne of Monaco would go te 
Duke William of Urach, whose mother wag 
Princess Florestine of Monaco, sister of the 
late prince of Monaco, and aunt therefore 
of the present prince. She was a most dis- 
agreeable old woman, hard featured and 
sour faced, who only married late in life, 
and who used to be regarded as having been 
mainly responsible for the troubles between 
her nephew, the present prince of Monaco, 
and his first and English wife. This being 
the case, it is astonishing that the crown 
priSce of Monaco should find so much pleas- 
ure in the society of Duke William of 
Urach, knowing, as he must, how much mis~- 
ery his mother had to endure at the hands 
of the late duchess of Urach. 

Duke William of Urach stands in much 
the same relation to the crown of Wtiirtem- 
berg as does the present duke of Teck. For, 
in the same wag that the late duke of Teck 
was the son of the royal prince Alexander 
of Wirtemberg by the Hungarian countess 
Claudine Rhedey, so was the late duke of 
Urach a son of the royal prince William of 
Wiurtemberg and of his morganatic wife, 
Baroness Wilhelmine Tunderfeldt. The late 
duke received at his birth the title of a 
Count Wirtemberg, and married as his 
first wife Princess Theodolinde of Leuchten- 
berg, this marriage connecting him by ties 
of kinsmanship with the reigning houses 
of Russia, Sweden, Baden, and Bavaria, the 
founder of the house of Leuchtenberg being 
Eugene de Beauharnais, stepson of the 
great Napoleon and son of Empress Jo- 
sephine. After the death of Theodolinde 
de Leuchtenberg. the late duke of Urach 
married Princess Fiorestine of Monaco.

The two women had but little in common, 
ither in looks or in ancestry. Fer the father 
of the late duchess of Urach was a fourth: 
rate actor at the Porte St. Martin theater 
at Paris until the death of a distant rela- 
tive suddenly placed him quite unexpectediy 
upon the throne of Monaco as Prince Flor- 
estan. His wife was the daughter oi a 
small cheroutier, or pork butcher, named 
Gibert, in one of the poorer quarters of 
Paris. The present duke of Urach, how- 
ever, may be sald to have made a bril)‘ant 
match. For he has found a royal wife in 
the person of Princess Amelia of Bavaria. 
eldest daughter of the oculist, Duke Charles 
Theocore of Bavaria. and sister, therefore, 
to the »uture queen of Bavaria, to the future 
queen of the Belgians, and a niece of the 
ex-qyueen Of Napies and to the late empress 
of Austria.

noon, It was the last public reheareal of the 
sixteenth season of the Thomas orchestra, 
and while the reception given Mr. Stock and 
his men was of uncommonty enthusiastic 
kind, and the pleasure derived from their 
presentment of a popular program was of the 
keenest, regret at the ending of a season 
which has been uncommonly enjoyable 
seemed to be felt by every one present. 

The Friday afternoon concerts of the or- 
chestra have come to take on the charac‘er 
of a friendly gathering. Not that there is 
any lack of serious consideration of the 
music32l offerings, or any tendemcy to turn 
appreciation into mere perfunctory approv- 
al of that which is am accessory to social 
arsociation. The audiences at the Friday af- 
ternoon concerts are earnest In attitude to- 
ward the orchestra and what it is accom- 
plishing. and understanding and approva' 
are of the finest. But the (ct that a'most 
every seat-in the houre is rubscrited for for 
the entire season results in people becoming 
acquainted with those having seats near by, 
and a sort of neighboriiness which is dis- 
tinctly enjoyable soon springs Into being. 

There was as_much of saying good-by and 
wishing of “pleasant summer” yesterday 
afternoon at the close of the concert as there 
would have been at a social gathering where 
every one present w2s acquainted with every 
one else. The atmorphere of kindly feeling 
and good will is mot confined to the audience, 
either. Mr. Stock and the men soon come to 
be regarded with an fntereet and liking that 
has a strong persona! quality in it. and which 
can but make their labors lighter and p’eas- 
anter than they otherwise would be. They 
are among friends, and good will is sent out 
to them, and every one knows what assist- 
ance that means 

~~ 

The program Mr. Stock had arranged was 
a “popular” one, and it went with swing 
and spirit from beginning to end. Gold- 
mark’s “ Spring” Overture opened the af- 
ternoon, and it seerred a veritable tonal 
greeting to the season which has been firt- 
ing most outrageously and capriciously w'th 
us for sevéral weeks; but which yesterday 
gave some signs of taking us again into her 
favor. The tonal epringtime certainly ar- 
rivéd, and it brought joyousness In its train. 

-The next selection was made up of the 
“WBlegie” and the “ Waltz” from Tschai- 
kowsky’s “ Sérenade.” Both sections of the 
beautiful work are familiar and deservedly 
admired. They proved erpecially beauti- 
ful. the placing of the double basses in 
a cluster at the back of the orchestra giving 
a solidity and depth to the foundation of the 
tonal mass which resulted in distinct in- 
crease in the sensuous charm exerted. 

The first section of the program closed with 
the violin Concerto of Richzrd Strauss, the 
solo-part in which was played by Hugo 
Heermann. The concerto fs the creation of 
the mighty Richard’s earlier years, and while 
in certain of its aspects—its abundance of 
frank, honest melody, and orchestra! beau- 
ties which it contains—it is interesting and 
attractive, as a whole it is not of any vast 
significance, and déubtless would not re- 
ceive attention were it not the creation of 
one who hae centered the eyes of the entire 
musical world upon him and his works. The 
sustained movement which forms the sec- 
ond division of the concerto has a melodic 
line whiéh i¢ attractive, and the last move- 
ment has a certain light brilliancy to lend it 
charm. 

Mr. Heermann is master excellently proved, 
and he was greeted with the warmth that 
telle of admiration sincereand deep. He had 
not an especially grateful task in the Strauss 
concerto, for much of it lies awkwardly for 
the instrument, but he gave of his best pow- 
ers, and there was much of tonal beauty and 
technical precision and brilliancy to lend his 
performance charm. The high musicianship 
of the player made of course his playing an 
artistic pleasure of the truest kind. An en- 
core was demandéed and responded to with a 
brilliant performance of a Czardas by Hubay.

After the tntermission came the real “ pop- 
ular’’ part of the program. It began with 
the Berlioz ‘‘ Marche Marocaine,”’ which was 
given with all the glitter it demands. The 
*Seene Religieuse”™” from the Massenet 
Suite * Lee Erinnyes’”’ followed, and had to 
be repeated of course, so potent was the tonal 
loveliness of the Bruno Steindel presentment 
of the cello obligato. The Mendelssohn 
“Spring Songs” aleo was redemanded, and 
the Glazounow Valse de Concert No. 1 re- 
sulted in an ovation for Mr. Stock and the 
men. The Overture to “ Tannhduser,” 
worked out with certain fine nuances which 
lent a touch of newness to the familiar selec- 
tion, brought the program to an end. The 
audience remained applauding. however, 
until Mr. Stock had bowed repeatedly his 
acknowledgments.

The season has been one of prosperity. Mr. 
Wessels, the treasurer of the Orchestral as- 
sociation, issued the following statement: 

‘The receipts from the sale of tickets for 
the twenty-eight weeks of concerts just 
ended will amount in round numbers to $110,- 
000. Last year’s receipts for the season of 
twenty-four weeks were $94.000. While this 
shows an increase of $16,000 over last year, it 
does not represent a profit, for during the 
four weeks of extra concerts last year the 
orchestra earned a considerable sum of 
money, and this year there has been an ad- 
ditional outlay for soloists and the salary of 
six additional players in the orchestra—the 
concerts this season having been given with 
eighty-nine players as against eighty-three 
players last year. 

‘The rentals from the hall and building 
have been satisfactory, and although a large 
sum. must be paid for interest and taxes, it 
looks as if the season would close without 
any loss. 

“ The interest on the gift of $50,000, lately 
presented to the association by Mrs. Thomas 
Nelson Page, wil prove a great help in future 
seasons. 

‘The seventeenth season ‘will consist of 
twenty-eight Friday afternoon and twenty- 
eight Saturday evening concerts, the same 
as this year; and will open Friday and Sat- 
urday, Oct. ll and 12. Announcements will 
‘be mailed to season ticket’ subscribers of 
present record within the next week or ten 
days.””

The Mendelsgohn club completed its thir- 
teenth season by the concert in Orchestra 
hall en Thursday evening. An audience of 
unusual size was in attendance and both 
seats and programs were scarce. The sea- 
son has been of marked prosperity for the 
excelient organization, and the club stands 
higher in popular favor and esteem than 
ever before. And it merits this favor and 
esteem, for that which it offers is of a fine- 
ness and a compléteness which places it 
among the ablest artistic achievements in 
the line of mannerchor singing. Better work 
would be difficult, indeed, to find, and the 
three concerts each year of the club are 
evenings of rare musical beauty and keen 
enjoyment.

Navy Officer Resents Slur. 


Rear Admiral Stockton of the United 
States navy resented what he termed a 
“charge of piracy.”’ made by Everett P. 
Wheeler of New York City. who. in his paper. 
criticised the conduct of an American naval 
officer in capturing a shipload of noncom- 
batants In the siege of Santiago during the 
Spanish-American war. Asa representative 
of the United States navy, Admiral Stockton 
made a strong defense of his brother officers. 

Brig. Gen. George B. Davis, judge advocate 
of the United States army, addressed the 
meeting upon the subject of tmmunity of 
reutral property from seizure. To abolish 
contraband of war, he said, would be to de- 
prive the belligerent of the right to protect 
himself from injury by reason of the warlike 
material which the enemy has succeeded in 
obtaining from neutral sources. Sooner or 
later. he said, the belligerent would. with 
great reason. demand that the neutral] states 
should charge themselves with the burden 
of preventing export trade in contrabang toa 
belligerent destination in time of war. He 
said the abolition of the distinction of contra- 
band of war would not bring to neutral! trade 
the relief from war hoped for, so long az 
the right of blockade continued to exist along 
with the right of maritime search and cap- 
ture. It would, however, restrict the mari- 
time area in which searches and captures 
are habitually madé, but without any diminu- 
tion of the rigor with which they were now 
exercised.

Drago Doctrine Indorsed. 


Much of the afternoon session was devoted 
to a discussion of the so-called Drago doc- 
trine, which Former Secretary oi State John 
W. Foster declared was first originated by 
Alexander Hamilton more than a hundred 
years ago. Williams Barnes Sr. of Nan- 
tucket, Mass., introduced a resolution ask- 
ing the society to go on record as coneidcring 
“a degradation of the functions and pur- 
poses of the navies of the world to pervert 
them to the duties of debt collectors and the 
lowering of the dignity of admirals of the 
navies to force them to perform the duties 
of constables, bailiffs, and sh:riffs in the 
collection of deb.s.’” The resolution, which 
also carried an indorsemeént of the Drago 
doctrine, was referred to the executive com- 
mittee for recommend: tion. 

Wiliam Ly Penfield, solicitor general of the 
United States, read a paper on ‘ Forcib.e 
Intervention for the Collection of Debts,’’ 
the argument of which was that a govirn- 
ment should never invoke force in order to 
secure justice to ite citizens abroad which 
would lead to utter injustice and chaos at 
bome. 

“The Drago doctrine,’’ Mr. Penfield said, 
“has now been made use of as a convenient 
substitute for the threadbare Monroe dcoc- 
trine, which has ceased to serve the purposes 
of those who would pervert and use it as a 
shield for wrongdoing. The forced payment 
of obligations at par value and'in the interest 
of speculators on the misery and distress 
ef a weak and perhaps disordered state is 
not defensible in point of international law 
and ethics, and would not be consistent with 
a wise, just, and humane international! pol- 


icy.

Harm Done by Denunciation. 


“The question which formed the subject 
of Mr. Drago’s note to Secretary Hay ha» 
heen given a much wider scope by the state- 
ment of the question for the present discus- 
sion, and n:uch harm has been done by pub- 
lic denunciations of intervention for the ¢col- 
lection of claims growing out of the spolia- 
tion of the property of the forcigner by the 
supreme authority of the state.”

Tt is well known that the late James Payn, 
when he was reader for Smith, Elder & Co.. 

declined Shorthouse’s “* John Inglesant,” 
which finally landed with the Macmillans 
and made money for author and publisher. 
Mr. Payn, when accused in public of having 
refused this manuscript, denied the accusa- 
tion, was indignant, and told Mr. Smith 
that he felt bound in self-respect to contra- 
dict a story so derogatory to his literary 
judgment. “If I were you,” replied Mr. 
Smith, “I wouldn't do that, for, as a matter 
of fact, you did reject the manuscript, and 
we have lost what Macmillans have gained. 
I never told you, because I knew it would 
annoy you; and I only tell you now to prevent 
you from contradicting ‘ an ower true tale.’ ” 
Payn used to say that, in all the annals of 
business, considerate forbearance had never 
been better exemplified. Against this story 
of his failure to perceive merit, Payn wag 
wont to set his discovery of Mr. Antsey Guth- 
rie. The manuscript of “ Vice Versa,’ bear- 
ing the unknown name of “ F’. Anstey,’’ came 
in ordinary course into his hands. He glanced 
at the first page, turned over, read to the 
end, and then ran into Mr. Smith's room 
saying: “‘ We've got the funniest thing that 
has been written since Dickens’ * Christmas 
Carol.’” And the public gave unequivocal 
evidence that it concurred in the verdict. 

In writing of social changes Mr. 
particularly entertaining: 

Mr. Russell does not think much of the so- 
cial grace of modern life. We do not, he 
thinks, see much of the * beautiful form” 
nowadays:

If a royal per- 
sonage knew you sufficiently well to pay you 
a visit, it was an honor, and all suitable 
preparations were made. ‘My father

Indian Smashes Record and Wins B. A. 
A. Marathon in Boston—Fifty- 
three Finish. 


Boston, Mass., April 19.—[Special.]—Thomas 
Longboat, a full blooded Indian, from Hamilton, 
Ont., won. the famous B. A. A. Marathon race of 
twenty-five milea, from Ashland to Boston, today in 
2:24:24, beating the record the course, 
2:29:28 8-5, which was riede by J. J. McCaffrey, 
algo of Hamilton, in 1901, when the latter won the 
race for the second time, 

Robert Fowler of Cambridge G..R., who finished 
third two years ago,' also bréke the record, coming 
in. second this year.

District Two 


Operate Swinging Bridges—Senti- | 


ment Against Tax Rate Increase. 


After a protracted discussion the 


estate board yesterday disapproved the re- | 
| port of its sanitary district committee oppos~ 


ing building the Calumet and Sage and Evans- 
ton channels, and recommended that two 
years’, time be given for the completion of 
swinging bridges over the canal. 

The latter was in the formofa resolution 
which followed the disapproval by the board 
of that part of its committee's report which 
opposed a three years’ extension of the time 
for the completion of the bridges. 

Following this a discussion arose over that 
part of the report adopted at a previous 
meeting opposing the proposed increase in 
the rate of taxation from 50 cents to $1. 


Says It Would Cripple Work. 

Trustee Henry F. Eidmann, with reference 
to the latter, sald the defeat of the bill, now 
before the legislature, would cripple seri- 
ously the work of the sanitary district, 
while George Birkhoff Jr. and Wyllys W., 
Baird said that, according to the financial 
showing made by the district in a report 
circulated’ at the meeting, it would, under 
the present rate of taxation, have sufficient 
money to carry on the work in connection 
with the proposed Calumet and Evanston 
channels for two years. If, at the end of 
the two years, they sald, it becomes evi- 
dent that additional money is needed, it 
would be time to go before the legislature 
and ask for it. 

The principal discussion, however, cen- 
tered about the Calumet and Sag channel 
and the Evanston channel. B. C. Lindley, 
retiring attorney for the drainage trustees, 
opposed the report of the real estate board's 
committee in this particular, as well a that 
regarding the extension of time asked for 
in opening the bridges. The committee’s con- 
demnation of the Calumet channel, because 
of its size and defth, he said, was unfounded, 
as the best engineering experts were agreed 
that such a channel could be constructed 
more economically than a shallow one, and 
that it was no larger than was demanded. 


Have Taxation; No Excavation. 

He declared that the people in that district 
who had been paying sanitary district taxes 
for three years might justly claim that they 
were subject to taxation without excavation, 
and urged that works of this character should 
be for the whole district and not a part of it. 

With reference to the bridges, Mr. Lind- 
ley said it is a physical impossibility to open 
them inside of eighteen months, and, posi- 
bly, two years. 

E. A. Halsey, chairman of the board's 
committee, who spoke in behalf of the report, 
admitted it was necessary to get rid of the 
Calumet!and north shore sewage, but that the 
question was, who was to pay for it? He 
contended that it was manifestly unfair to 
the 100,000 people, who had paid $50,000,000 
for a great drainage system, while those to 
the north and south had refused to come in 
until recently, should now be compelled to pay 
95 per cent of the $16.000,000 required to give 
these outsiders a drainage system. 


Board Has $10,408,680 Balance. 

The financial statement submitted by the 
finance committee of the district, in which is 
given the estimated budget from March l, 
1907, to Dec. 13, 1913, shows resources 
amounting to $19,837,016 and Mablilities of 
$8,929,266, leaving a balance available for 
construction of $10,408,680. 

Under the head of construction and right 
of way $1,507,999 is set aside for existing 
contracts, $2,788,823 to complete Chicago 
river improvement, $49,971 for new work to 
be paid for in 1907, $2,775,432 for the Evans- 
ton channel, $13,326,045 for the Calumet-Sag 
channel, and $1,750,000 for completion and 
capitalization of bridges on the main channel, 
leaving a balance of $11,787,091 required to 
complete the work. 

A letter from William A. Lydon, president 
of the Great Lakes Dredge and Dock com- 
pany, wasread. Mr. Lydon denied there was 
a dredging trust, as is maintained by the 
drainage trustees. 


BUILDING FOR GAS COMPANY. 


People’s Gaslight and Coke Concern 
Projects Structure on Property 
in Adams Street. 


The assignment of the building and lease- 
hold interest at 9-11-18 Adams street by N. 
K. Goodrich to James F. Meagher, filed for 


- record yesterday, revealed that it is the pur- 


pose of the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany to build a large, modern building on the 
site of its present structure at the northwest 
corner of Michigan avenue and Adams street. 

Mr. Meagher is attorney for the gas com- 
pany and for the leasehold interest and six 
story building known as the Hotel Bruns- 
wick Mr. Goodrich received $70,000. 

This gives the gas company a holding with 
a frontage of 130 feet on Michigan avenue, 
with a depth of 171 feet on Adams street. 
While it is admitted that it Is proposed to 
erect a new building, it is said that no definite 
plans have been decided upon asto the exact 
character of the bullding or the time of its 
construc(on. 

A part of the Michigan ayenue frontage, 
391% feet, comprises the premises 162-158, 
which was leased by John P. Hopkins early 
last year from the Newcomb estate for 198 
years. J: now transpires that the property 
was acquired for the gas company.

Little Interest Taken in Conditions

(‘BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW YORK, April 19.—[ Special. };,-While 
the stock market today did not sittow the 
utter stagnation which was evident yester- 
day, the extent of the dealings was greatly 
restricted and the price movements drifted 
aimlessly after some reaction, due to realiz- 
ing in London following the appearance of 
the budget statement. 

There was no great interest taken in con- 

ditions on the exchange and digposition to 
sell or buy was lacking, and indications as to 
the future course of the market were not 
evident. 
“mne London market had the advantage of 
falling discount rates, but the offerings of 
new government issues forestalled demand 
for older securities. The Berlin market also 
is concerned with yesterday’s large issue of 
$100,000,000 of government issues. The new 
issues were reported at a premium in Berlin 
today, but the fact that subscriptions were 
invited: in New York and the report of a 
tentative movement to introduce them on the 
Paris bourse indicated the desire of German 
financiers to have the assistance of outside 
money markets in absorbing the issue. 

There were further rumors in New York 
of additional financing by some of the rail- 
roads which suggested the ample require- 
ments overhanging the New York money 
market to absorb available resources. Paris 
also reasserted its pressure on the London 
money market in a sharp drop in the sterling 
exchange rate there. 

The feature of the preliminary estimates of 
the week's currency movement by the local 
banks was the decisive turn of the move- 
ment in favor of the interior the balance out 
of New York amounting apparently to be- 
tween one and two million dollars. The gain 
by the banks on subtreasury operations of 
$4,828,000 will be feduced accordingly. 

A further loan expansion is looked for from 
the fact that several large syndicate pay- 
ments have been made during the week, while 
the repayment of loans by interior banks and 
their transfér to New York banks is supposed 
to have proceeded.

GOVERNMENT BONDS. 
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CHICAGO MILLS ARE RUSHED 
TO FILL THEIR CONTRACTS. 


Heavy Orders for Furnace and Fin- 
ished Products Ad@ to Unprecedent- 
ed Accumulation for Work. 


In its weekly review of Chicago trade Dun’s 
Review, published by R. G. Dun & Co., will 


say: 

Industrial conditions generally maintain 
an encouraging tone. Less hesitancy appears 
in manufacturing commitments and renewed 
heavy orders for furnace and finished prod- 
ucts make a notable addition to the un- 
precedented accumulation of forward work. 
The movement of freight by both rail and 
lake steadily expands. Low temperature 
halted a seagonable activity in the leading 
retail branches. The latter temporary draw- 
back is more than offset by the presence of 
many outside merchants who place sub- 
stantial orders in wholesale lines, and se- 
lections for fall delivery already make a 
good exhibit in the principal staples. 

“ Prices remain steady in iron and steel 
and tend higher in lumber and building ma- 
terials, but further decline in hides and 
leather have not yet had an effect upon foot- 
wear or other leather goods. 

‘ Warm advices show spring work now well 
advanced. Production of iron and steel in this 
district is yet exerted to the limit. 

‘“‘ Bank clearings, $234,209,724, exceed those 
of corresponding week in 1006 by 12.9 per 
cent. 

“Paijlures reported in the Chicago dis- 
trict number 17, against 11 last week and 254 
year ago.” 

Trade in Nation at Large. 

New York, April 19.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

“Spring trade develops slowly because 
of unseasonable weather, but the lost ground 
will be recovered in large measure when 
normal temperature prevails. 

“ Leading furnace interests have sold their 
output to the end of the year, but some 
smaller producers -still accept orders for de- 
livery during the second half. 

“No change has appeared in the primary 
markets for textile fabrics, prices ruling firm 
and mills are well occupied. Resales of cot- 
tons are recorded. but without adverse effect, 
buyers being ready to take all offerings at 
second hands.”’ 

As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow wilt say: “ Con- 
tinued cold weather throughout the country 
delays crop preparation and development, in- 
jures fruits, vegetables; and cotton, and dulis 
retail trade. Coincidentally orders from and 
collections by jobbers and wholesalers are 
affected, but these latter branches of trade 
feel this relatively less than in other years. 

“Tn cottons features are the tendency to 
mark up quotations of prints, ginghams, and 
sheetings, though drille are accumulating 
and concessions can be obtained. 

“Excluding New York, building is still 
active—in excess of a year ago, in fact—and 
building materials and hardware are in de- 
mand. Labor is well employed, strikes are 
few, and wage advances are numerous, but 
new construction work ig reported slowing 
down and a more plentiful supply of un- 
skilled labor at lower prices is indicated. 


Bank Clearings for Week. 

Bradstreet’s bank clearings report for the 
week ending April 18 shows an aggregate 
of $3,014,063,000, as against $3,053,460 ,000 last 
week and $2,989,724,000 in the corresponding 
week last year.

Commercial Association to File Com- 
plaint with Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Alieging Tariffs from 
Southern Points Are in Excess 
Those from Same Piaces to Gotham 
Nebraska and Minnesota Roads 
Not to Fight 2 Cent Fare Laws. 


The Chicago Commercial association will 
file a complaint with the interstate com- 
merce commission agains? all interested rail- 
roads, alleging unjust discrimination in the 
adjustment of rates from Chicago to the 
southeast as against similar adjustment from 
New York. This conclusion was reached 
yesterday by the executive committee. 

Notwithstanding a decision by the inter- 
state commerce commission favorable to con- 
tentions of Chicago merchants, railroads had 
failed to readjust the rates, the resolutions 
maintain. 


First Complaint in 1893. 

The controversy has been the subject for 
consideration since 1893 when the first com- 
plaint was filed with the commission by the 
Chicago freight bureau in@ by the freight 
bureau of Cincinnati. Om May 29, 1894, the 
commission rendered its decision, in which it 
held contentions of the railroads were wholly 
in violation of the law. The railroads failed 
to act, and there are now three cases before 
the commission on a similar complaint await- 


ing a decision. 

The Chicago Commercial association will 
show Columbus, Ga., is 209 miles nearer Chi- 
cago than New York, but that rates are high- 
er by 88 cents on first clase to 11 cents on 
fifth clase. This is general throughout the 
southeastern territory. 


Accept Two Cent Rate. 

It practically was settled yesterday that 
Minnesota and Nebraska railroads will ac- 
cept the 2 cent passenger rates and mot go 
to court as contemplated. Some of the ralil- 
roads accuse the Chicago and Northwestern 
of backing dowm when it came to the point 
where @ fight was necessary. The action of 
the Northwestern will have the effect of 
stopping all preparation on the part of the 
other roads to fight the laws in the courts 
as the states will be able to establish the 
fairness of the rates by the fact that they 
are acceptable to the Northwestern. The in- 
terstate commerce commission ruled that af 
Hnes must bear their own mistakes, and that 
it was against the law for other lines to par- 
ticipate in such errors. Heretofore, when 
ticket agents made a& mistake in quoting a 
rate, Hnes over which the ticket was sold 
were asked to participate In taking care of 
the error. It is estimated that Chicago roads 
| paid out $5,000 annually as a result of this.
